free care to patients, nearly half 
of them Bristol Borough residents 
Mrs.

This reflects a steady increase 
in charity cases since the hospital 
was opened in 1954. she said. 
The hospital in 1957 gave free 
care to $114,885.89 in-patient.s and 
$ ti.536.90 to out-patients. 
A large part of the non-paying 
patients have been elderly p er-1 
sons living on pensions and so-J 
cial security, whose savings are 
depleted by the rising costs of 
living, the administrator said. 
Long Illnesses 


“ Then too, 
long illnesses 
w ill. 
often use a family’s entire 
se r-1 
vice in funds and insurance," she 
said. “ When the ill person is the' 
breadwinner, the situation is even 
more grave." 
The hospital received state aid 
for needy patients after filing a 
report with the state to justify 
each request for financial assist­ 
ance. 
The reports are carefully audit­ 
ed, and only Pennsylvania resi­ 
dents in real need are approved 
for help from the state. 
Inability To Pay 
“ It must be remembered," Mrs 
Ancker added, “ that in auditing 
these reports the state will refuse 
to pay the allowance on any case 
where it is found that a patient 
has paid his physician or there 
is other indication of ability to 
pay. Therefore, when the hospital 
gives thousands of dollars in free 
care it is also true that the staff 
physicians have treated the pa­ 
tients without charge." 
The Lower Bucks County Hos­ 
pital becam e a state-aided insti­ 
tution in 1956. Last year it receiv-i
